WE, THE PEOPLE — AND THE FUTURE 

One hundred and fifty years ago on Sunday the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts officially became a part of the United 
States of America when the delegates to a convention ratified 
the Constitution by a vote of 187 to 168. Ratification of that 
important document came after many days of argument and 
debate and was achieved only through the adoption of certain 
conciliatory’ amendments. Pertinent facts, of educational 
value, patriotic significance, and traditional influence of those 
days will be portrayed as a part of the pageant, “We, The 
People” which will mark the official observance of the Sesqui- 
centennial Celebration of the Constitution by the citizens of 
Newton. The pageant will be presented the latter part of 
next week in the high school auditorium and should be of 
great interest to every civic minded citizen. Through our small 
and minor connection with the pageant we have been im- 
pressed by the influences the presentation of these historical 
facts will undoubtedly leave upon those who witness the 
affair. We are impressed with the fact that today we are 
living in an era that is historically significant with many 
tercentenary, sesquicentennial, and in the middle west, even 
centenary observances. This country is, from an historical 
viewpoint, comparatively young, and anything that can be done 
to preserve for the future the important traditions and essen- 
tial history of our country will be most worthwhile, for it is 
“we, the people” upon whom the future of the Land of 
Freedom depends.

8tiid millions of young people who hnve 
graduated from our schools the pnst 
six years are Idle, and 1.000.000 of 
these have given up the endeavor to 
find work. A tremendous increase in 
juvenile crime has resulted: 39 per 
cent of our criminals are under 25 
years of age. He told of some harrow- 
ing experiences he had during the 12 
months he was administrator of the 
Boston Welfare Department. There 
were 29.7"" eases on welfare rolls in 
Boston In 1937; 20.000 families depend- 
ing on WPA relief, and 2000 on Sol- 
diers Relief, a total of about 150,000 
persons, or about 20 per cent of the 
population of the city. In this State 
23 per cent of the population is de- 
pendent on public welfare, either Fed< 
eral. State or local, and this condition, 
existent all over the country, will de- 
stroy our democratic structure unless 
it is ended. He said that unattached 
men and women between the ages of 
45 and 65 are the worst off: in Boston 
they receive but $5 a week for relief, 
not enough to properly exist on. 

Mr. Movnihan stated that in Great 
er Boston are 2,000.000 persons, and 
that some measure must be found to 
aid the City of Boston in its dispro- 
portionate share of caring for an un- 
usually large percentage of the poor 
1 of this area. He said that one of the 
great evils of the welfare problem is 
i tlie influence wielded by politicians 
in getting public relief for unworthy 
recipients. He commented that only 
10 per cent of the persons on relief 
are unworthy; the great majority de- 
sire work and independence. Referring 
to persons prone to criticize people 
getting relief, he said that if some of 
the critics had to lift barrels of ashes 
all day long for $15 per week, as do 
some of the relief recipients, they 
would not be so critical. He said 
that selfishness and greed are largely 
responsible for our present economic 
1 troubles, and that Christian principles 
will have to be applied if we are to 
get back to our American ideals. He 
argued that the only way to get peo- 
ple off relief is to crente jobs, that 
those who govern, capitalists and la- 
bor representatives, must get together 
and solve the problem. The gap be- 
tween revenue and expenditures must 
be closed. Mr. Moynihan said that the 
present system of Federal relief is 
all wrong. When Federal projects 
in Boston were abandoned, only 22 
per cent of those obtaining relief 
through them came to the city for re- 
lief The same heltl true in other 
cities: New York with 49 per cent 
having the largest ratio. In his opinion 
this proves that about 50 per cent of 
the money spent on Federal relief 
projects can be saved. In Boston $1,- 
500.000 has been spent monthly on 
Federal projects to give aid to about 
20 , 000 .

On Snturday and Sunday, Jan. 22nd 
and 23rd, Nobscot Reservation in 
Sudbury was the scene of the nnnunl 
Norumbega Council Winter Camporee. 
From 1:30 p. m. on to nearly 4:00 
o’clock, patrols arrived at the Monson 
Lodge to check in with the ofllcial 
checkers for the week-end of camping 
competition. Patrols came with tobog- 
gans loaded high with blankets, ket- 
tles. iood. axes, and other camping 
gear.

Deadlocks between the two branch- 
es of our city government are not un- 
common this Centennial year. The Al- 
dermen want mounted police; the 
Councllmen refuse to pnss an appro- 
priation for the purchase of horses. 
The Aldermen want the associate as- 
sessors to receive $800 each per year; 
but the Council says only $700. Re- 
ports of committees nre received quite 
differently in the two branches. Last 
year the Aldermen almost Invariably 
accepted reports of committees, and 
generally without a dissenting voice. 
This year action is based on prefer- 
ence of the Aldermen rather than on 
committee reports. In the Council 
this year, in the main, reports of Com- 
mittees have been accepted. 

There is also a serious difference 
between the Mayor and the Aldermen, 
as evinced by the executive session 
on Monday evening. For City Engin- 
eer. the Mayor nominated E. S. Smilie 
of Ward 1. This was the recommen 
dation of 4 of the 5 members of the 
Highway Committee, but the Aldermen 
refused to confirm the nomination. 
The Mayor then nominated Rufus Cook 
of Ward 3. hut the Aldermen also re- 
fused to confirm him. 

At the annual meeting of the New 
ton Cemetery Corporation on Wednes- 
day evening Mr. Henry Ross, the Su- 
perintendent. reported that 860 lots 
iiave been sold and selected up to 
January 1. 1876; 280 lots have been 
graded and sodded and are ready for 
sale, and five monuments were erected 
during 1876. It was voted that no 
hedges, curbings or Iron fences be 
placed on or around lots without a 
vote of the trustees. 

The attendance nt the Lyceum meet- 
ing in City Hall on Monday night was 
larger than at any previous meeting. 
All seats were filled and every inch 
of standing room occupied before the 
opening hour. Mr. Van Duzee w 
chairman and the crowded audience 
was beyond his control. At times it 
was impossible to hear the speaker. 
Several times during the evening the 
scene near the door was suggestive of 
a riot, breaking of glass shades, smash- 
ing of settees and other demonstra- 
tions of violence. Owing to this tu- 
mult it was impossible to get all points 
of arguments. The question debated 
was — “Resolved, that women he ad- 
mitted to franchise in the next presi- 
dential election.” 

Mr. Blackwell of Boston opened the 
discussion by saying that woman 
should get the franchise because it is 
her right as an individual. She is 
subject to laws made by man without 
her consent, and taxed without repre- 
sentation, which is tyranny. Woman 
with her refining influence will bring 
purity into politics, and if she cannot 
fight our battles, will bring peace, for 
she Is a peacemaker. Mr. Carter 
spoke in tlie negative. Tlie franchise 
should not he extended to woman be- 
cause she is not educated for it. If 
women spent one-tenth of the time in 
practical studies that they now spend 
on dress and personal adornment, they 
might be able to vote understnndingly. 
He would advise mothers to educate 
their daughters in more practical 
questions of the times, and have them 
spend less time on frivolities. Ho dis- 
agreed that women Are peacemakers. 
During the Commune in France worn- 
n were more bloodthirsty than men, 
and more cruel. In the late war 
Southern women were more vindic- 
tive than the men. 

Rev. Mr. Tiffany opposed the fran- 
liise for women because it is demor- 
alizing in its tendency. He lias the 
highest regard for women and would 
shield them from tlie hardships and 
trial of politics. Nathaniel T. Allen 
disagreed with Mr. Tiffany. He said 
tlie ballot is an educator; it would 
elevate the individual instead of de- 
moralize her. He believes in educat- 
ing boys and girls alike, both morally 
and physically. Mr. Noyes thought 
women nre well enough in their pres- 
ent condition: much better off than 
»0 years ago. T»hen they had to sub- 
mit everything to tlie husband, and 
were struck by him. They are cou- 
nted with t heir finery and laces, ruf- 
fles and geeguwH. and if they go to 
the polls with their flounces and hoop 
skirts, there will ho no room for Hie 
men to vote. James Allen thought 
• Imi giving tlie franchise to women 
will throw more ignorance into poli- 
ties He believes in limited frnn- 
liisr lor women -educational and fin- 
ancial There are more ignorant wom- 
en than men, ami our ranks are now 
swollen by Ignorant men. Let us legis 
late for a higher and better voting 
qualification.

Mr. Serino exhibited a forty-minute 
talking picture showing the varied 
and humane duties performed by the 
Coast Guard Th** picture showed the 
flue Coast Guard Academy at New 
London where the officers receive a 
four-year course of training and are 
commissioned Ensigns in the service. 

Long and intensive hours of training 
follow iiini then the Guardsman is 
ready for service. 

Tin* work of the Coast Guard is 
known in some small way by every- 
one but very few realize the all-em- 
bracing scope of this great service. 

The Coast Guard now has about 300- 
odd ships and small boats, some very 
modern air bases including one at 
Salem, Mass., two hundred and sev- 
enty-seven stations and 10.000 miles 
of coastline to patrol. Last year they 
examined some 31,800 vessels in the 
course of their revenue activities. Of 
these some 1400 vessels were reported 
and prosecuted for infraction of cer- 
tain of otir laws. 

The heroic work done by the Coast 
Guard in the “Morro Castle’’ disaster 
is known to all and was very well 
shown in the movies 

Prior to 1915 there were two serv- 
ices. One the Life-Saving Service and 
the other the Revenue Cutter Service. 

In 1915 Congress passed a law com- 
bining these two services into one and 
calling it The United States Coast 
Guard.

Hooked Rugs.'' Mrs. Saunders exhib- 
ited rare and beautiful rugs and gave 
a brief history of many of them. She, 
stated that the art of pegging or hook- [ 
ing rugs originated in Scandinavia, and ' 
the rugs were first designed for bed- 
covers. From there it worked down to ] 
the Orkney Islands. These rugs were 
a part of every bride's dowry. In due 
time they reached Scotland, where 


they were first used as floor covering. 
Thence they arrived on American 
shores. 

The audience was urged to use al- 
ways the old designs, as they were 
created by people of high imagination. 
An interesting fact is that the lion 
which is so often used, originally typi- 
fied the “lion of England.’’ and later, 
when it was shown amid tropical trees 
—Africa — denoted slavery and the Civ- 
il War. The Oriental designs were 
copies of rugs brought home by sea 
captains. Frost, the tin peddler from 
Biddeford. Maine, was a strong factor 
in rug development as he was the first 
to sell the printed designs. Early rugs 
were not hooked with a high piie and 
then sheared, but, because of the short- 
age of materials, were hooked very 
short and never sheared, thereby giving 
a much softer texture.

He said he has seen little children 
playing in the dangerous old buildings.

Gov. Hurley Speaks 
At Central Church

Governor Hurley devoted 1 
touch of itis speech to the question of 
the Massachusetts judiciary. He said 
lie lias selected the best men in ap- 
pointing judges, realizing tlte impor- 
tance of such selections. He advocated 
he retirement of judges under the 
present very liberal pension system, 
arguing that when a young man is ap- 
pointed a judge, he gives up a practice 
which brings him more income, is put 1 
to, large expense educating his chil* 1 
Uren, and should have a liberal in- 
ome for his declining years. 


Newtonville To 
Get Playground 

The long demanded playground to 
serve that part of Newtonville near 
the Horace Mann School will 9oon be 
a reality as a result of action taken 
by the Newton Board of Aldermen on 
Monday night. On recommendation of 
Mayor Childs, the Board appropri- 
ated $30,972 for the purchase of about 
17 acres of land. The land is located 
between Albemarle rd..

SIMPLICITY AND HONESTY 

February is an important month from the standpoint of the 
anniversary of the birth of men who have played a most im- 
portant part in the history of the United States. Volumes 
upon volumes have been written of the many characteristics of 
Abraham Lincoln which endeared him to the country as a 
humanitarian, the emancipator, and the savior of the Union. 
Simplicity and honesty were, perhaps, the two most important 
traits from a psychological view of this Great American’s per- 
sonality. Although conditions are today considerably more 
complicated, because of the pressing problems arising from an 
increasing population and an increasing need for an improved 
social order there is little necessity for complexity in the con- 
sideration of these problems. It takes neither extensive research 
nor lengthy argument to determine whether a thing is right or 
wrong. In pausing to honor Abraham Lincoln we might well 
practice more diligently the honesty and simplicity which 
were his to the end that the entire country would be vastly 
improved.

Kiwanis Club 


Finland, Its government, its re- 
sources. its customs, its scenic vnen 
tionlnnd. its 7,000 lakes nml strenms 
all were glowingly portrayed to the 
Newton Kiwnnlnns at their weekly 
meeting by Miss Nina Strnndberg, of- 
ficial representative in this country 
of the Finnish Travel Bureau. 

In a special trip here from New York 
Miss Strnndberg was presented to the 
Club by Assistant Principal of the 
High School, Ray Green, who had the 
pleasure of travelling through Fin- 
land last summer. 

Supplementing her tnlk with ex- 
quisitely beautiful lantern slides Miss 
Strnndberg told, in story form, of the 
history nml life of Finland. The Fin- 
nish Parliament on December 6, 1917 
declared itself n free government with 
a one chamber Parliament of two 
hundred members and a six year term 
President. Voting age is reached at 
twenty-one for both men and women, 
Finland being the first country in 
Phtrope to grant to women the privil- 
ege of the ballot. 

Its small population of three million 
eight hundred thousand people belies 
its extensiveness geographically. 
About sixty per cent of the people 
are occupied in farming, seventeen 
per cent in industries, four per cent 
in transportation, four per cent in 
business and the balance in miscel- 
laneous callings. 

In the entire country there are now 
eight political parties. There are four 
hundred Electors. The government 
controls most of the forests and rail- 
roads. Taxes are quite high, the aver- 
age salary tax being twelve per cent. 
Cooperative buying and selling by auth- 
orized government agents does much 
toward regulating the normal flow of 
business and industry. 

In concluding her presentation Miss 
Strandberg painted a word picture of 
lasting clearness of a beautiful scenic 
country with its lakes and streams, of 
a happy, sincere people and of a place 
most desirable as a vacationland. Pay- 
ing of the Nationnl debt is. to such 
people, a cardinal principle, violation 
of which would be unthinkable.

Powers’ Paragraphs 


That conference of "little business 
men" at Washington wns n big help 
to this country in solving its muddled 
economic affairs. Just how were these 
representatives of the "little business 
men” selected? It is probable that if 
communities throughout the country 
had been given nn opportunity to 
choose its little business man to go 
to the Washington conference, the 
bedlam sessions would not have fol- 
lowed. nnd the American public would 
have regarded the conference serious- 
ly, nnd not ns a fnree. 

According to a Boston newspaper 
Dr. Kelley, superintendent of Tewks- 
bury State Infirmary, upon being ques- 
tioned regarding the possession of a 
gun by the maniac who killed sev- 
eral inmates there, gave this answer 
— "He had ns much right to have n 
gun ns you or I; he was a welfare 
patient, not a mental patient, nnd 
could go nnd come as he pleased. 1 
don’t know or care whether he got 
the gun by express or mnil. and I 
am not going to argue about it.” 
What do you think of this attitude? 
And according to another newspaper 
report, the killer sometime ngo cut 
off one of his big toes with a chisel, 
because the toe had been bothering 
him. nnd nonchalantly left the dis- 
membered digit in his bed. where it 
wns found the following day. 

The city governments of Boston. 
Waltham and other communities af- 
fected by the proposed large increases 
in the rates of the Boston Consoli- 
dated Gas Company protested against 
these increases nnd had representa- 
tives nt the hearing on this mntter at 
the State House on February 1. or 
will have them at the hearing on Feb- 
ruary 17. But the Mayor nnd Aider- 
men of Newton mnde no protests 
against the poorer people who use gas 
being penalized, partly so that the 
gas company will obtain more revenue, 
and partly so that wealthier persons 
by using more gns will obtain lower 
rates. Apparently it doesn’t matter 
much if persons of humble means get 
gouged. 

Governor Hurley spoke at the an- 
nual "Ladies’ Night” of the Central 
Congregational Church at Newton- 
ville on Monday night. Part of 
the Governor’s speech referred to 
the appointment of judges and the 
pensioning of judges. According to 
the Governor, the selection of men 
who nre to serve as judges is a very 
important matter. With this state- 
ment we all agree. In Massachusetts, 
judges and justices are appointed for 
a life tenure. It is a serious matter, 
therefore, if a man who is not quite 
competent or who is not actuated by a 
high standard of ethics should be ap- 
point ed as a member of the judiciary 
of this Commonwealth. The Governor 
also stated that he endeavored to se- 
lect the best qualified men as judges. 
We won’t question the sincerity of 
the Governor in this statement, but 
many will question its accuracy. Seem- 
ingly. some of Governor Hurley’s ap- 
pointments of judges and justices 
have been on a bnsis of personal 
friendship or for political reasons,

rather than on a basis of the legal 
knowledge and experience of those 
whom he appointed. And this holds 
true of appointments of judges mnde 
by Governor Hurley’s predecessors. 
Which fact causes us to differ with 
another of the statements made by 
the Governor at the Central Club 
meeting on Monday night. 

The Governor stated that he firmly 
believes a judge should be allowed 
to retire nt the age of 70 with a pen- 
sion. if he so desires. Most persons 
agree with the Governor on this point. 
But they don’t agree that judges who 
have been receiving large salaries for 
many years should be retired on a 
pension which amounts to three-quar- 
ters of the salary received. Not when 
the great majority of our people are 
struggling along under economic con- 
ditions as have prevailed for the past 
nine years, and which are likely to 
prevail for years to come; not while 
millions of people nre dependent on 
public welfare and taxes are con- 
stantly increasing. 

Neither will many persons agree 
with the statement made by Governor 
Hurley at the Central Club that when 
a young man is appointed a judge he 
immediately makes a sacrifice by giv- 
ing up bis practice, which brings him 
n larger income than will the judge- 
ship. When the Governor made such 
a statement he must think people 
are stupid. It is common knowledge 
that for almost every opening in an 
appointment to a judgeship there is no 
need to importune candidates for the 
job. Even for associate justiceships 
in district courts there are usually 
at least several aspirants. And for 
the lucrative appointments to the Su- 
perior or Supreme Court benches, a 
Governor usually has a headache try- 
ing to make the selection without cre- 
ating a lot of political enemies. Fur- 
thermore, most judges in the lower 
courts have continued their practice, 
nnd the prestige they gain as members 
of the judiciary benefit their private 
practice. Only recently men who had 
been appointed ns judges by Governor 
Hurley gave a testimonial to the Gov- 
ernor and his wife at the Copley-Plaza 
Hotel nnd presented Mrs. Hurley with 
a diamond studded wrist watch to 
show their gratitude. That was the 
night the electric dynamo in the hotel 
quit, and the party had to be contin- 
ued in candle light. Possibly that was 
an act of God. So Governor Hurley, 
don’t indulge in blather about the sac- 
rifices men make in accepting appoint- 
ments as judges. 

We congratulate the residents of 
that section of Newtonville along Wa- 
tertown st. and adjoining streets to 
the West of Crafts st.. who for years 
have been demanding a playground, 
for the successful culmination of their 
efforts. Newton is usually well pro 
vided with large and excellently 
equipped playgrounds. They have 
been a big asset to the city in past 
years. They will be nn even grenter 
asset in years to come, as the city 
becomes more and more thickly set- 
tled. Open air play spaces are help- 
ful not only physically to the young, 
but also morally.

The ground is frozen to a depth of 
from 1 to 5% feet all over the city; 
a grenter depth than has been known 
for many years. This has caused 
great trouble with water mains and 
service pipes, as they have been con- 
sidered safe from frost at a depth 
of 5 feet. The Water Department 
has had a large force of men thaw- 
ing them out. The gas pipes are also 
in trouble nnd many houses have but 
a very faint light. 

At the meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen on Monday evening a letter 
wns received from the Selectmen of 
Watertown asking the city govern- 
ment of Newton to unite with them 
in asking Congress to make nn ap- 
propriation for the dredging of Charles 
River. City Solicitor Slocum said it 
would involve the city in no expense, 
and Mayor Kimball said it would en- 
able coal barges to come to Water- 
town. and coal for Newton could be 
brought here ns was the case some 
25 years ago. at a savings of at least 
50c a ton. 

Alderman Pettec presented an order 
from the Water Board asking for the 
exchange of two horses nt an expense 
not to exceed $250; nnd the purchase 
of a now wagon and harness, not to ex- 
ceed $210. He stated that the old 
wagon is worn out and one of the 
horses is too old for effective serv- 
ice The other horse is balky, it hav- 
ing balked on a railroad crossing the 
other day. 

Mayor Kimball is undoubtedly right 
in Ids contention that the city of 
Newton should not be required to boar 
any portion of the expense of doing 
away with grade crossings in Newton. 
It is for the benefit of the Boston 
& Albany railroad and that corpora- 
tion is abundantly able to stand the 
expense. If the B. & A. were to build 
a new road through Newton now it 
would not be allowed to cross the 
stm ts at grade. The B. & A. is pay- 
ing larger dividends than any other 
railroad in ibis State and Is indebted 
to Newton for a goodly share of its 
surplus revenue In Connecticut the 
railroads succeeded in getting through 
the Legislature a law saddling a por- 
tion of such expense upon cities and 
towns, greatly increasing their debts.

THE WEEK IN NEWTON SPORTS 


TRACK TEAM LOSES 
IN DUAL WITH LOWELL 

Tlie first defeat of a Newton High 
School track toatmin many moons was 
suffered last Saturday when Coaclt 
Don Enoch's stellar forces succumbed 
by n score of 40 to 37 to th<> strong 
Lowell High team. Although cause 
for the defeat may in part be blamed 
to the Lowell track which Is far from 
one of the best and the lack of fami- 
liarity with the track by Newton ath- 
letes the defeat goes on the books 
without alibi. 

(’aptain Hilly Wood, who placed sec- 
ond to two Newton stars in two events' 
at the Northeastern meet the week 
previous, came back Into his own to 
personally account for 13 of his team’s 
total points. Wood won the 35-yard 
hurdles (the straightaway of the floor 
being sufficient to allow no more dis- 
tance to this event or the dash) over 
Don MacKinnon and Billy Pescosolido 
of Newton who placed second and 
third. MacKinnon nipped Wood at 
the finish of the 45-yard harrier event 
at the Huskies meet. Wood also 
won the 35-yard dash with Otis, a 
teammate second, and Hurley of New- 
ton third. The 35-yard distance is 
too short for Bud Hines of Newton 
whose fastest sprint comes after the 
first 25 yards. 

King of Lowell won the 600 over 
Hall of third with a Lowell runner 
third as Newton’s best entry In the 
event, Art Hughes. Northeastern win- 
ner. was not competing. Newton came 
back in the broad jump for first and 
second with McNeil and MacKinnon 
and swept the high jump with Pesky 
winning and Callahan and Messier tied 
for second. Hines, as was expected 
copped the 300 over Wood of Lowell 
with Pesky In third position. Lowell 
took one and two in the shot with 
Walsh getting In for a third place 
point. The Lowell victory became 
certain with the running of the 1000 
in which event Lowell took all three 
places as Newton's star.

On Saturday evening, February 10th, 
nt s:ir> o'clock. Dr. Victor <i. Heiser 
will speak in the Newton High School 
Auditorium under the auspices of the 
West Newton Community Service 
Club. Resides his now famous “An 
American Doctor’s Odyssey.” Dr. Hei- 
ser is also tlie author of several books 
on medicine and has written many 
articles on beri beri, leprosy, and other 
subjects for medical journals.

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Moley Is Last 
Speaker At 
Newton Forum 

Former “Brain Truster” To 
Speak on Nation’s Policy 


Raymond Moley, Professor of Pub- 
lic Law at Columbia University, will 
speak next Sunday, February 20, at 
the Newton High School. Professor 
Moley will be the last speaker on the 
Forum for this season. 

He is well known to the public as 
the head of the Brain Trust, which 
was organized by him to collect data 
and formulate the policy of Franklin 
D. Roosevelt’s presidential campaign 
in 1932. In the following year he ac- 
companied Mr. Roosevelt to Washing- 
ton, where he served in a confidential 
capacity to the President during the 
establishment of the New Deal. Upon 
resigning his government position, 
Professor Moley took over the editor- 
ship of "Today”, which is devoted to 
the publication of an independent and 
authoritative interpretation of public 
affairs. Recently "Today" was merged 
with “News-Week”, with Moley at the 
head of the combined magazines. 

Mr. Moley was born in Ohio and re- 
ceived his degrees from Oberlin Col- 
lege and Columbia University; in ad- 
dition to these he has received several 
honorary degrees. When he was only 
twenty-one years of age, he was elect- 
ed to his first public office. For several 
years he taught Political Science at 
Western Reserve University, served as 
director of the Cleveland Foundation, 
and finally became connected with Co- 
lumbia University. 

Professor Moley is recognized as an 
outstanding authority in the Held of 
criminal justice, having served on 
many crime commissions and devoting 
much of his time to the study of the 
relntion of crime and the administra- 
tion of justice. He has written three 
books on this subject: “Politics and 
Criminal Prosecution," “Our Criminal 
Courts,” and “Tribunes of the Peo- 
ple.” 

Professor Moley’s subject next Sun- 
day will be “Our National Policy — 
An Asset or a Liability." ’ 


Gets Two Years In 
Stock Fraud Case 


William Jarvis of Commonwealth 
ave., Newton Centre was sentenced 
to serve 2 years in a Federal peni- 
tentiary by Judge Sweeney in the 
United States court at Boston on 
Monday when he was found guilty of 
fraudulently using the mails in the 
sales of stock. Samuel L. Gaines of 
Boston received a like sentence, and 
three other men received encli a year’s 
sentence. On other charges Jarvis and 
Gaines received a 5 year suspended 
sentence. They had been found guilty 
on February 13, 1936 by a Federal 
jury and took an appeal to the United 
States Supreme court. That court de- 
nied their appeal for a review of 
the case.

Listing of Adults 

Tlie ten Newton policemen who have 
been engaged since January 3 In Hu- 
listing of Newton residents over 20 
years of age. completed this work 
on Tuesday. When the policemen 
wore assigned to this duty someone 
estimated that lt might take two 
weeks, hut this estimate was regarded 
as much too short. In former years 
day patrolmen did the listing In con- 
nection with their regular unties, and 
because results were far from satis- 
factory. a number of night patrolmen 
were picked and instructed to give 
all their working time each day to 
listing adults, and to do the work 
carefully.

John W. Murphy, chairman of the 
Board of Assessors says the police- 
men seem to have done an efficient job 
and that not only may a considerable 
increase In poll tax assessments re- 
sult, but also that many names which 
have been carried as “deadwood" on 
the list of assessed polls for some 
years will be dropped. These ore 
names of persons who have removed 
from the city, and In some cases of 
persons who have died.

Water Dept. Makes 
$65,000 Profit 

The Newton Water Department In 
1937 made a profit of $65,000 according 
to figures made public this week by 
Comptroller of Accounts Daniel White. 
Tlie total revenue of the department 
for the year was $354,955.93. Of this 
profit $26,900 was used to construct 
two new wells at the water reserva- 
tion in Needham, and $32,745 to con- 
tinue the construction of a new belt 
loop main at Newtonville and West 
Newton. The balance of approximately 
$6000 was added to the Water Surplus 
fund, making it total $228,686.30. Sev- 
eral years ago the water rates In New- 
ton were increased, and lt has since 
been suggested that the rates be low- 
ered as tlie department continues to 
show a considerable profit each year. 
A couple of years ago Alderman Tem 
perley contended that the excess rev- 
enue from the sale of water should not 
be used to pay deficits in other city de- 
partments, and that the minimum rates 
should be lowered.

Arrested After 

Long Search 

Albert Provost (alias Jurnrd) was 
arrested on Monday near Franklin 
Park. Dorchester by Inspector Hani- 
mell of the Newton police on a war- 
rant issued in July. 1933. Provost 
had forged signatures of Charles Berg 
at whose market lie had been em- 
ployed, and eushed checks amounting 
to $35 at Newton Centre stores. Re- 
cently Inspector HammoU learned that 
Provost was frequently seen near 
Franklin Park, so last Monday the 
policeman took a ride out that way 
and spotted Ids man Provost was ar- 
raigned in the Newton court on Tues- 
day and sentenced to serve one month 
in Billerica prison. 


Official observance of the sesquicen- 
tennial of the Constitution of the Uni- 
ted States by the city of Newton was 
held last week with the presentation 
of a magnificent pageant entitled, “We 
the People.” Performances were held 
on Thursday and Friday evenings and 
Saturday afternoon in the high school 
auditorium before audiences which 
tilled practically every available seat. 
Admission, without charge, was by tic- 
ket only and it is believed that many 
others would have availed them- 
selves of the opportunity to witness 
the dramatic historical presentation 
had space permitted larger audiences. 
The Saturday afternoon performance 
was planned to give school children a 
glimpse of American history and the 
audience at that time was largely com- 
prised of grammar school and junior 
high school pupils. 

The pageant, compiled and directed 
by C. Hassler Capron of Newton Cen- 
tre was presented in four parts, open- 
ing with a prologue by the Voice of the 
People and trumpets in cacophony. The 
four parts depicted the Struggle for 
Liberty, the Law of Liberty, The Flag 
of Liberty and the Laurels of Liberty. 
The pageant concluded with an epi- 
logue by the Voice of the People and 
a tableau depicting the Spirit of the 
Constitution. Throughout the perform- 
ance a mixed chorus of voices, massed 
in a section of tlie balcony of the au- 
ditorium. presented a choral program 
which enhanced the impressive spec- 
tacle. Rev. Herbert Hitchen symbol- 
ized the voice of the people in the 
prologue and epilogue. Prior to each ; 
performance brief addresses intro- 1 
ducing the pageant were made. Jus- 
tice Frederick T. Field was the speak- 
er on Thursday evening. Judge George 
C Sweeney on Friday evening and 
Mayor Edwin O. Childs on Saturday 
afternoon. 

Following the symbolic presentation 
of the epilogue tlie curtain rose on a 
group of dancers arousing from slum- 
ber. These dancers represented tyran- 
ny. Awakening and slowly rising they 
began a dramatic pantomime. A sec- 
ond group of dancers, representing 
freedom, appeared on an upper stage 
level and continuing the pantomime 
the conflict between the two concluded i 
with freedom triumphant. The chorus 
ended the presentation of the strug- 
gle for liberty with the rendition of 
"Lighten Our Darkness” by Oxenham- 
MneCunn. 

The Law of Liberty was presented 
in four episodes. The first of these 
episodes depicted the Annapolis Con-, 
vention of 17S6 at which Commission- 
ers of several states adopted the call 
for the Philadelphia Convention a year 
later when the Constitution was 
signed. The Annapolis Convention 
was presented in two scenes, the first 
of which showed Alexander Hamilton 
of New York conferring with James 
H. Madison and Edmund Randolph of 
Virginia. The second scene portrayed 
the appointment of a committee to 
draw up a report to the convention 
and. the dimming of lights indicating 
the passing of three days, the adoption 
of the report by the Convention. This 
eport urged the States which they rep- 
resented to concur in and endeavor 
“to procure the concurrence of other 
States in the appointment of Commis- 
sioners to meet in Philadelphia on the 
second Monday in May next, to take 
into consideration the situation of the 
United States, to devise such further 
provisions as shall appear to them 
necessary to render the Constitution 
of the Federal Government adequate 
to the exigencies of the Union . . after- 
wards confirmed by the Legislatures 
of every State, will effectually pro- 
vide for the same.” 

Tlie second episode presented the 
Adoption of the Constitution at Phila- 
delphia in Independence Hall on Sept. 
17. 17S7. revealing the delegates in 
session with George Washington pre- 
siding. Brief remarks urging the 
adoption of the Constitution and re- 
monstrating with some of its provi- 
sions were made by some of the dele- 
gates. These included Robert Mor- 
ris of Pennsylvania. Charles C Pinck- 
ney of South Carolina. William 
Blount of North Carolina. Edmund 
Randolph of Virginia, Benjamin Frank- 
lin of Pennsylvania. Thomas Mifflin 
of Pennsylvania. William Patterson of 
New Jersey. James Madison of Vir- 
ginia. and Alexander Hamilton of 
New York. With the time for action 
hand, George Washington signed 
the Constitution and on the call of the 
States by Secretary Major William 
Packson, the delegates proceeded to the 
presiding officer’s desk to add their 
names to the document. During the 
signing of the Constitution an impres- 
sive moment occurred when Benjamin 
Franklin, from u studied reverie of the 
hack of Washington's chair spoke out. 
"My fellow delegates, painters have 
always found it difficult to distinguish 
in their art a rising from a setting 
sun, and l have ofton und often, in 
Hie course of this session and the vicis- 
situdes of my hopes and fears as to its 
issue, looked on that itisigniu on the 
hair behind the President tof the Con- 
vention) without being able to tell 
whether it was a rising sun or a set- 
ting sun, but now at length l have 
the happiness to know that it is a ris- 
ing sun and not a setting sun.’’ The 
all of tin* States continued and after 
its completion the scene concluded 
with a statement and prayer by Wash- 
ington, "Gentlemen of the Philadel- 


phia Convention, the Constitution is 
duly approved and signed. Our duty 
to our country has been fulfilled. Veri- 
ly we have written the Law of Liberty: 
“We the people of the United States, 
in order to form a more perfect 
union, establish justice, insure domes- 
tic tranquility, provide for the common 
defense, promote the general welfare, 
and secure the blessings of liberty to 
ourselves and our posterity, do ordain 
and establish this Constitution for the 
United States of America. May God, 
in His infinite wisdom, protect and 
guide us. Amen.” The curtain fell and 
the lights were dimmed as the chorus 
sang the doxology. 

The third episode portrayed the rati- 
fication of the Constitution by Massa- 
chusetts on February 6th, 1788 after 
four months of debate and argument. 
Governor John Hancock presided over 
the sessions which were held in Bos- 
ton. Governor Hancock called upon 
Theophilus Parsons of Xewburyport 
to present nine conciliatory amend- 
ments in a final effort to obtain the 
support of sufficient delegates to ratify 
the Constitution. Most of these amend- 
ments, originating with Massachu- 
setts, eventually became a major por- 
tion of the first ten amendments of 
the Constitution, commonly known as 
the Bill of Rights. 

Tim major part of the ensuine dia- 
logue was an adaptation of the actual 
speeches and letters of the delegates. 
This dialogue was presented in 
.speeches by those taking the parts 
of # Dr John Taylor of Douglas-. Amos 
Singletary, a Worcester county farmer.

Charles 
Turner of Scituate. William Sytnmes 
of Andover. James Neal a Quaker from 
Kittery. Me.. Nathaniel Barren of York. 
Me., and Captain Phanuel Bishop of ' 
Rehobeth. With cries of vote. vote. I 
vote. Governor Hancock called for the ! 
vote of those in favor and those op- 1 
posed to the ratification nf the Con- 
stitution as amended. The vote be- 
ing close, a rising vote was taken. 
The actual vote of the 355 delegates 
was 1ST to 16s but because of the 
f staging 

session a greatly curtailed number 
participated and the announced vote 
of 14 to 12 was an approximate ra- 
tio. 

A choral interlude preceded the 
fourth episode in the Law of Liberty, 
showing the inauguration of George 
Washington as the first president of 
the United States on the balconv of 
Federal Hall in New York City on 
April 30. 1789 Here Washington took 
the oath of office administered by 
provided by an instrumental group 
of gentlemeu and ladies in colorful 
costumes < f the period, crowded be- 
fore tlie balcony with applause and 
■ he ring *esounding. 

e wit 

provided by an instrumental group 
comprising violin, cello, flute and harp 
introduced the ball room scene fol- 
lowing the inauguration. Before Pres- 
ident and Mrs Washington and a large 
number of guests assembled on the 
upper stage level six couples of col- 
orfully costumed dancers presented 
a minuet to the music from the in- 
strumental group 

The portion of the pageant portray* 
ing the Flag of Liberty showed Betsy 
Ross sitting before the fireplace at- 
tempting to sew strips of cloth into 
a desirable pattern. Failing in the 
attempt she drowsily watches the tire 
in ;> deep reverie. As she watches 
dancers appear on the stage, some 
in blue # costumes with a star on front 
ami back, others in red and others 
in white. As they danced they wove 
themselves into various patterns and 
finally concluded in an arrange in en t 


of red and white stripes with a blue 
I field and stars in the corner. The 
back stage curtain opened again to 
find Betsy Ross holding the Ameri- 
can flag, with thirteen white stars, 
as the result of the vision which came 
to her. A third scene in Che 
showed Betsy Ross presenting the 
flag to General Washington and con- 
cluded with the “Star Spangled Ban- 
ner.” 

The Laflrels of Liberty were sym- 
bolized by the chorus in the singing 
of “Crown of Freedom” by Griggs- 
Gaines in the first public performances 
of this new composition. Following 
the epilogue by the Voice of the Peo- 
ple the curtain rose on a beautiful 
tableau portraying the Spirit of the 
Constitution The central figure of 
this tableau was that of Peace with 
various characters grouped in front 
of her. Its portrayal effectively cli- 
maxed an impressive dramatization 
of historical fact and tradition which 
has been the goal of the sesquicenten- 
nial observance throughout the coun- 
try. 

The pageant was presented under 
the auspices of the Mayor’s Committee 
for the Sesquicentennial Celebration, 
composed of Hon. Leverett Salton- 
stall, chairman. .Joseph W. Bartlett. 
Henry B. Patrick. Harry Silverman, 
Harold W. Knowlton. David Greer, 
James P. Gallagher. James A. Wat- 
ers and Edward O. Proctor. Ernest 
Herrman was general director. The 
pageant was compiled under the per- 
sonal direction of C. Hassler Capron. 
assisted by a production staff which 
included Hazel Sands Welch. lyric pan- 
tomime and dance director, Mrs. Ellis 
Spear. Jr., enlistment director, assisted 
by Mrs Arthur W. Lane and Miss 
Anne Bunker. Charles W. Peterson, 
stage manager. D. Ralph Maclean, 
musical director. John Hitchcock, 
ighting director. William Lynch, make- 
up director. Mrs Charles Abrahms. 
Jr., costume director Lighting equip- 
ment and special effects were by the 
Capron Lighting Co., and costumes by 
the Hayden Costume Co. Director Cap- 
ron was assisted by Percy J. Burrell, 
regarded as America’s foremost pa- 
geant director and a member of the 
national pageant committee in con- 
nection with the Sesquicentennial. Mr. 
Burrell wrote the second, third and 
fourth episodes of the Law of Liberty, 
the first episode of which was vwitten 
by Marie Moore Forrest. 

The soloist on Thursday evening 
was John Tulloch, Jr., and on Friday 
evening and Saturday afternoon Er- 
mond Lewis. Mrs Franklin E. Leland 
was at the organ Thursday evening. 
Karl Switzer Friday evening and Ger- 
ald F Frazee on Saturday afternoon.

Although it is still pretty difficult to arouse much interest 
in the primary and state elections to be held next fall the an- 
nouncement by Lieut Gov. Kelly that he will be a candidate for 
the Democratic nomination for Governor introduces numerous 
interesting possibilities.

AMBULANCE EXPERIENCE

Dear Sir: 

I had occasion to ride in the am- 
bulance of tlte police department very 
recently and when I reached the hos- 
pital I wrote tlie following while my 
feelings were f res h. 

“I rode in our ambulance, I sat try- 
ing to ease t he pain of u wounded man 
who felt pain, deep, sharp pain at ev- 
ery jolt and jar. I held him when lie 
was thrown sideways, forward, back- 
ward. each jerk bringing forth a moan. 

I rode and 1 suffered witli him and 
damned the city of Newton for such a 
vehicle of torture.” 

I have only to add that I am going 
to agitate a new ambulance at every 
clnjnce I get.

Her life- 
long avocation had been to work In 
behalf of the needy of Nonantum and 
Newton. Upon her death it was learned 
t bat she had donated her home at 
tlie corner of Walnut Park qnd Wash- 
ington Street, Newton, to tlie city she 
so dearly loved. In her will Miss 
Spear specified that the residence 
should he used for any useful purpose 
to which it might be adapted, and if 
tlie building could not he so used, that 
it should be razed and the land con- 
verted into a “green spot” to lie used 
as u small park. Miss Spear also do- 
nated a sum of money for the installa- 
tion of a drinking fountain at some 
location in Newton. The then Com- 
missioner of Public Buildings was in- 
structed to inspect the old Spenr 
homestead and report if it could lie 
used for any public purpose. He re- 
ported that it could not he so used. 
After some debate, the Board of 
Aldermen voted to accept the bequest 
of Miss Spear. 

For nearly four years the once at- 
tractive home of Miss Spear has been 
unoccupied. The former well kept 
yard has been allowed to grow lank 
with grass and weeds. The old house

Wants No Foreign 
Entanglements

had also sent to Senators Lodge and 
Walsh: — 

February 15, 193S. 

Hon. David I. Walsh and Hon. Henry 
Cabot Lodge, Jr., * 

United States Senate, 

Washington, D. C. 

Dear Senators: — 

“Beware the Greeks bearing gifts.” 
The World War left behind it the 
stench of spoliation, broken promises, 
debt repudiation by "our friendly na- 
tions" whose past histories of selfish- 
ness, greed and lust for power warn 
against again becoming a "catspaw” 
in their "crooked” games. 

Despite the statement by Mr. Hull, 
we agree with Senator Johnson that 
we are entitled to know fully our "for- 
eign policy”; whether we have any 
“understandings” with any other na- 
tion, nnd if so, what; whether we are 
ordained of Heaven "to purify the 
world,” even though our people are 
clamoring for food, jobs, living wages 
and control of the "financial and in- 
dustrial oligarchy” which now appar- 
ently rules us. We want no “foreign 
entanglements” with any nation, es- 
pecially with Russin, France and Eng- 
land whose records of "bloody con- 
quest” stink to Heaven. We want 
Congress, not the Navy, to determine 
our foreign policy. The people bear 
the brunt of war, its death toll, its 
hardships, its suffering, and its bur- 
den of debt while the “international- 
ists" wax “fat nnd rich.” 

Withdraw our troops from foreign 
lands. Investors in foreign securities 
and business as well as Americans 
who refuse to leave troubled foreign 
lnnds, must “fish for themselves.” We 
want nn army nnd naVy sufficiently 
strong for defense purposes but we 
first ask assurance that such "defense” 
applies only to our possessions in the 
Western Hemisphere. We humbly and 
with trepidation remind our public of- 
ficials that they are the servants of 
our people. 

If members of Congress vote for a 
war "of aggression” to further the 
greed of internationalists, in justice to 
our citizens, they ought to provide that 
all members of Congress who vote for 
such a war shall serve as common 
soldiers in the front rank trenches. 
Surely such “heroes” ought gladly to 
lead the onslaught for “Mammon.” 

Incidentally, while Americans were 
homeless and jobless, have the Amer- 
ican dollars used to "stabilize the 
French franc” been repaid? Who 
received, what were the amounts 
given, and what is the purpose for 
which our $2,000,000,000 “stabilization 
fund” was used, and how much thereof 
now remains in the Treasury? Who 
alone have the right to coin and regu- 
late money? 

Surely, Massachusetts Senators will 
turn the search-light of truth upon 
questions of such momentous Impor- 
tance to the American people.

Popcorn, American Crop 
Popcorn is a peculiarly American 
crop. In early Spanish writings ref- 
erence is made to a ritual of the 
Aztecs in which ‘‘one hour before

In the two-lap affair preliminary the 
Newton quartet of Pescosolido, Fred 
Hall, Neil Cheney and Jerry Allen wns 
no match for the Boston English four 
which ultimately won the final over 
Hyde Park.

Wood conquered Mac 
Ivinnon over the harriers and beat 
Taylor of Roxbury Memorial and Sund- 
lum of Tabor Academy to the tape in 
the dash in which Hines got off to a 
slow start. In the invitntion 600-yard

Tomorrow afternoon the Newton 
team journeys to the Andover Academy 
indoor dirt track for the annual inter- 
scholastic meet there. By virtue of 
its overwhelming Northeastern meet 
victory the orange and black has again 
been installed as the favorite. It is 
conceivable that both MacKinnon and 
Hines will come back into their own 
against Wood as the latter will face 
i he necessity of running trial and semi- 
final heats, which he was not handi- 
capped with last Saturday. Hines will 
not run the 300-yard at Andover, 
the danger of spills is great because 
of the sharpness of the banks and the 
short stretches which make It virtu- 
ally impossible to pass the leader after 
the first hank is reached. Newton's 
600-vard chances are dimmed with 
the scholastic probation of Hughes. 
From Hall, Allen and Antonelll two 
runners for this event will be chosen 
by Coach Enoch although Antonelll 
may be sent into the 1000 unless Bab- 
cock’s blisters are healed and he is In 
shape to run.

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Newton Welfare Bureau to 
Be Known As Family 
Service Bureau of Newton 


Change Made To Show Interest In Strengthening 
Wholesome Family Living 


The Annual Meeting of the Newton 
Welfare Bureau, Inc., held last week 
at the home of Mrs. Maynard Hutchin- 
son in West Newton, marked a date 
on which the agency officially changed 
Its name to Fumily Service Bureau of 
Newton. Inc. 

The General Secretary, Miss Harriet 
Persons. In her report said, “Through 
the past 4S years the Agency, as a 
private social service and relief agen- , 
cy. has taken leadership in meeting Ions time to come. In Massachusetts 
the needs of Newton as a community, tor example at the present time, there 
Its services and the growth of social are about 80,000 people unemployed, 


seem to be affecting the child’s school 
adjustment. 

Mr. Arthur G. Rotch, President of 
the New England Community Chest 
and Councils, and formerly State Di 
rector of the ERA. spoke on "The Re- 
lief Problem.” He stressed the fact 
that relief is a most serious and per 
piexing problem to the American peo- 
ple. and that unemployment and re- 
lief expenditures are with us for 


thinking and needs are expressed in 
its three names— Associated Charities, 
1889: Newton Welfare Bureau, 1915; 
Family Service Bureau. 1938. Under 
this last name we clarify to the com- 
munity our interest in the family os 
a social unit, and our offer to Newton 
of professional services related to 
the strengthening of wholesome family 
living." 

In the report, it was pointed out 
that during 1937 the total number of 
families seeking advice and help, 690, 
showed an increase of 38 over the pre- 
vious year. There has been, also, 

30 per cent increase in families for 
whom the agency took long-time 
ice responsibility. The recession has 
been noted by increased necessity for 
certain relier. the percentage mount 
ing to 50 per cent of the families 
cared for. It was also shown that 
$3,ooo was spent for health needs. 
Other expenditures were: for special 
vocational assistance, meeting of edu- 
cational needs, clothing, milk, in addi- 
tion to other services in connection 
with budgeting and planning with the 
family. 

During the year the Bureau was 
more than ever aware that it was not 
within its power or competence to as- 
sume a wide relief responsibility, but 
it did. through co-operation with the 
Department of Public Welfare, give 
careful supplementation of public ri 
lief where, with service allied with re- 
lief. it could, for example, give oppor- 
tunities for vocational re-education to 
children of Department families who 
have left school inadequately 
equipped: or where families whose ca- 
pacity to pull themselves out of an 
atmosphere of conflict and despair can 
be helped by understanding and pa- 
tient work, but who are so lowered 
in their resistance and physical abil- 
ity. that slow first steps of rebuilding 
must be taken on a co-operative basis 
of both public and private agencies. 
The emphasis has been toward alle- 
viation of anxiety and strain and help- 
ing clients to work out their own prob- 
lems by standing by, giving security, 
and building up health, with all relief 
given not just as food, rent, etc., but 
as part of a plan of rehabilitation and 
prevention 

Tlie co-operative relationship with 
the Department of Public Welfare has 
continued to he most helpful, with 
real understanding from the Depart- 
ment on the increasing demands for 
relief in families who never before 
have been compelled to accept pub- 
lic assistance. Through the co-opera- 
tion of the Department, the Bureau 
lias been better able to use its relief 
funds in careful, well planned supple- 
mentation. with emphasis on getting 
people off public rolls and plans for 
preventive measures. 

There has been an increase of par- 
ents bringing their children for ad- 
vice and families coming for budgeting 
service. Along with this is a new plan 
which the Bureau, during the past 
year, lias offered to the schools; name- 
ly. consultation with the Weeks Jun- 
ior High School. Two of the staff sit 
in at the Guidance Meetings with 
the faculty, and in turn work with 
families where certain home problems

and 60.000. approximately, are still on 
public relief. Many of these are em- 
ployable. Mr. Rotch recommended, 
as a member of the National Citizens 
Committee of the Community Mobiliza- 
tion for Human Needs, that the WPA 
be liquidated, and in place of it that 
we should plan to go back to the 
ERA days of work relief with help 
given on the basis of individual needs, 
along with a public works program 
with projects which are self-liquldat 
ing as far as possible. H»> also sug- 
gested a federal commission to study 
the problem in unemployment, and 
to work out a co-ordinated plan of 
real partnership between federal, state, 
and local authorities. Mr. Rotch also 
emphasized that the private agency 
would never be able to take back the 
relief load, but must continue to blaze 
the way by setting standards. In 
closing, be said. "The job of a pri- 
vate agency is to give service and 
to keep people from coming to the 
point where they need public help."

Aldermen Hold 
Long Conference 
On Charlton Claim 

The Newton Board of Aldermen 
held a 3 V6 hour recess on Wednes- 
day night, during which the Board 
met in secret session. Most of the 
long, closed-door confab was used in 
discussing a renewal of the petition 
from the widow of t lie late Charles 
Charlton for an annuity. Mrs. Charl- 
ton bus four young children, and 
twice last year entered similar peti- 
tions. It is contended that Charlton, 
who was a member of the Newton 
Fire Department for 16 years, died 
as a result of complications from an 
Injury he received while on duty a 
few years ago. The official cause <>r 
his death was given ns Berger's dis- 
ease. and a conflict of medical opin- 
ions as to whether or not the injury 
could have caused this disease, re- 
sulted in the Aldermen refusing to 
grant Mrs. Charlton’s petition last 
year. Following their long confer- 
ence on this matter on Wednesday 
night, no action was taken. 

The Board voted to grant a permit 
to the Heffron Motor Car Company 
to use land at 970-972 Watertown st. 
for the display and sale of used auto- 
mobiles. Conditions were imposed that 
no cars be kept on the street, or too 
near the sidewalk. The Sutcliffe Stor- 
age Company was granted a permit 
to deal in used cars at 275 Needham 
st Upper Falls; the cars to be kept 
inside the building. The Claims and 
Rules Committee had voted to present 
an order adjudging the dilapidated 
buildings at the former coal yard at 
564-594 Washington st. a nuisance, 
and ordering them razed, but Alder- 
man Rawson asked that this matter 
be held for further consideration. 

A hearing was called on the pro- 
posal to widen Centre street between 
Mount Ida st. and Newtonville ave. 
It is planned to make a widening 
which will taper from 15 feet to a few 
feet. Two apartment houses are to 
he built on the adjoining land and 
t he city proposes to widen the sharp 
curve on the steep grade at this place. 
Former Alderman Edward H. Powers 
said he believed the proposal to widen 
Centre st. and partially eliminate the 
curve to have been an excellent one 
when it was suggested by Alderman 
Gallagher several years ago. but un- 
less the police curb speeding down 
the grade on Centre st. at this place, 
the straightening of the curve might 
result in even more speeding by auto- 
mobiles and heavy trucks, and in- 
tensify rather than lessen the traffic 
hazard on this stretch of Centre st. 
Phillip Ditch of Dorchester, builder 
of the new apartment houses, favored 
the widening. 

The sum of $20 was appropriated 
to pay part of the damage to elec- 
tric wiring at the Elmwood st. Gar- 
age. caused by a city truck coming 
in contact with it. Rene Carbuti. 
driver of the truck agreed to pay the 
balance. $22.50. Other appropriations 
included $255 for Workmen’s Com- 
pensation. $4790 for water mains, and 
$25 damages on the claim of Leonora 
Magoley for personal injuries. The 
sum of $43,000 was authorized for 
sewer loans, and an offer of $500 
from Thomas Felming for the pur- 
chase of two lots of city-owned land on 
Harding st. was accepted. The peti- 
tion of Albert Temperley for a per- 
mit to change a one-family house at 
3S Paul st. to a two-family dwelling, 
was given leave to again he present- 
ed. A similar petition was refused 
a few weeks ago. 

A communication was received from 
Mayor Childs reappointing Mrs. 
Teresa Marshall a member of the 
Playground Commission, and Dr. C. A. 
Boutelle as Inspector of Animals. 

The Board voted to accept the offer 
of a lot of land adjoining the Auburn- 
dale public library as a gift from Fred- 
rick Plummer. It is specified that 
t lie city must remove the building now 
on t lie lot.

License Board to 

Enforce Rules 


A conference was held lust Friday 
morning between t lie Newton License 
Commission and a committee from 
the Newton Restaurant Owners As- 
sociation. One of the reasons for the 
conference was to discuss violations 
of rules recently promulgated by the 
Association which forbid the selling 
of three glasses of beer or ale for 25c 
by certain beer dispensaries, and the 
sale of beer in quart bottles at drink- 
ing pluces. It is contended that not 
only lire these practices unfair com- 
petition, hut they are apt to cuuse 
drunkenness. The Commission as- 
sured the committee that it will not 
oply enforce the regulations regarding 
tlie prohibition of "bargains” in malt 
beverages, hut it will also issue new 
rules which will tend to discourage 
inordinate drinking. 


Moley Explains New 
Deal As Having 
Three Phases 

Former Brain Trust Head Is 
Speaker at Newton 
Forum 

Tlie last program for the current 
season of the Newton Community 
Forum took place last Sunday when 
Raymond Moley, formerly Assistant 
Secretary of State and head of the 
New York State Crime Commission, 
spoke at the Newton High School on 
“Our National Policy— An Asset or a 
Liability.” 

Professor Moley was particularly 
concerned with the present economic 
and political condition of the United 
Stutes and what led up to the policy 
that lias dominated the country for 
the past two years. He regards the 
entire New Deal in three perspectives: 
1933 — What led up to the New Deal 
193.3-’34 — the New Deal itself, and 
from 1935 on— After the New Deal. 
The New Deal, Professor Moley said, 
is somehow descended from Teddy 
Roosevelt’s Idea of a square deal. Al- 
though Teddy Roosevelt knew little of 
politics when he started out. he had 
a very sound and definite philosophy 
based on the following Ideas of con- 
servation: 1 — Integrated nation, both 
mentally and physically. 2— Philoso- 
phy of Business, which he developed 
In 1912. 3 — Social Reform. 4 — Hu- 

man Welfare and health. 5 — Ameri- 
canism. a conception of an integrated 
country, a great democratic republic. 
The campaign of 1914 was based on 
this philosophy. 

Professor Moley considers that the 
New Deal was a revival of the pro- 
gress! veness of 1912. with the excep- 
tion of the agricultural program. The 
evolutionary process of tlie New Deal 
took place during 1932-’33 and its 
three main factors were the Agricul- 
tural Program. Industrial Program, 
and the Social Security Act, the lat- 
ter being the most important as it did 
more to help the country recover 
through the farmers than the agri- 
cultural program itself. It established 
honesty in securities and more im- 
portant perhaps than anything else, 
the fact that it renewed a sense of 
confidence in the American people. 
This, of course, was the essential jus- 
tification of the New Deal, which legiti- 
mately breathed its last in 1934. 

Then the NR A was declared uncon- 
stitutional at the end of 1934. In 
1935 tlie monetary policy came up 
and a new program of Legislation 
and all the talk about balancing the 
budget and sharing the nation’s wealth 
which Mr. Moley stated, cannot he 
shared because of the nature of the 
wealth of this country. In regard to 
the Tax Reform Bill, the speaker said 
hat it is only just to tax corpora- 
tions in accordance with their ability 
to produce; not in accordance with 
their size. 

_ ofessor Moley is very much con- 
cerned with an attitude assumed by 
tlie younger generation of today. He 
said that through interviews between 
the American Youth Commission and 
various students and young people in 
other walks of life, it has evolved that 
onth has taken upon itself the notion 
hat the government and the country 
at large owes youth a living and an 
easy one at that. This is a serious 
problem and must lie thought out 
and handled most carefully in order 
that it may he corrected without an 
increase of dissatisfaction and class 
feeling. Certainly the administration 
cannot he blamed for the lack of edu- 
cation of the people and it should not 
tolerate criticism from those lacking 
tlie education and intelligence to crit- 
icize constructively. In other words, 
our educational system is failing in 
teaching youth what tlie country needs 
It cannot do this by harping on what 
is wrong and giving no suggestions as 
to how to correct the wrong. 

Mr. Moley said, in closing, "I believe 
in sufficient increase of armaments to 
protect the western hemisphere, but 
before we go looking for trouble out- 
side the United States, it would be an 
excellent idea to deal with a few of our 
own problems and insure national 
pence." 

Carr School Ready 
For Occupancy 

Tlie repairs to the ceilings at the 
Frank F. Carr School have been com- 
pleted. An engineering firm the J. 
It. Worcester Company, was employed 
to make an independent examination 
of the defects as soon as they were 
discovered. This firm made four ex- 
aminations during the progress of 
the work. 

Examination of the work during its 
progress was also made by a build- 
ing inspector of the Department of 
Public Safety of the Commonwealth 
of Massachusetts. Public Buildings 
Commissioner Arthur Campbell states 
that the building is now safe for oc- 
cupancy 

The Law Department will bring suit 
against the J. Slotnik Company, the 
contractor who built the school, for 
the recovery of the expense incurred 
by the City in making tlie repairs 


Object To More 
Filling Stations 
At West Newton 



Richard Monaghan of West Newton, 
who was refused a permit for a second 
gasoline station at 5 Auburn st., West 
Newton last November, again appeared 
at City Hall on Wednesday night to 
favor another petition he has pre- 
sented for a permit for the station 
Monaghan’s petition specifies that he 
wants one pump and one underground 
tank of 1000 gallons capacity. But he 
told the aldermen on Wednesday night 
that he wants three 1000 tanks and 
three pumps. He stated that his fam 
ily have been selling gasoline at th* 
locus specified for 25 years. Tn an- 
swer to questions from Alderman 
Inches. Monaghan stated that the three 
pumps would he located in the mid 
die of the land at the northeasterly 
corner of Auburn and Washington sts., 
and he said he had made no agree- 
ment when he leased his filling sta- 
tion across the street, that he would 
not enter into competition on the 
opposite comer. 

John F Desmond, appearing as at- 
torney for Rev. John Crane, pastor 
of St. Bernard’s Church, objected to 
the granting of the petition. He 
refuted Monaghan’s statement that 
gasoline has been sold at 5 Auburn 
st. for 25 years by giving data con- 
cerning permits issued to the Mon- 
aghans during the past 20 years. In 
1917 the Monaghans received a permit 
to .sell gasoline at 5 Auburn st.. hut 
in 1923 they obtained a permit to es- 
tablish a gasoline station on the op- 
posite corner, at 1545 Washington st.. 
under condition that they give up the 
station at 5 Auburn st. Mr. Desmond 
read a copy of a letter sent to the 
City Clerk's office on December 2S. 
1923 by the Monaghans in which they 
stated that they relinquished the per- 
mit at 5 Auburn st Desmond gave 
a resume of a number of subsequent 
petitions presented by tlie Monaghans 
for changes at the station at 1545 
Washington st.. and for a second sta- 
tion at 5 Auburn st. He said that 
Father Crane now objects to the pro- 
posed station at 5 Auburn st. for 
the same reasons he objected last 
November. The corner is a dangerous 
one. and is passed by many small 
children who attend St. Bernard's 
School, as well as tlie children from 
the Levi Warren School, and hv a 
large number of pedestrians. 

Henry Path of Auburndale also ob- 
jected to Monaghan’s petition. Datli 
snid he is the operator of the station 
recently leased by Monaghan at 1545 
Washington st.. and for which Mon 
aghan receives a large rental. Dath 
said lie can do much more business 
than he is doing at 1545 Washington 
st.. that there is no need for another 
station directly across tlie street, that 
Monaghan has been illegally selling 
gasoline there, and that the equip- 
ment lias not been inspected because 
the permit for the public sale ot‘ gas- 
oline at the 5 Auburn st. locus was 
relinquished in 1923 Dath also called 
attention to the fact that the locus 
Is in a private residence zone. Charles 
Deffelv of 7 Auburn st. also objected 
to the petition and called attention 
to the traffic hazard at the corner. 

Former Alderman James P Akins 
appeared as attorney for Frank Vin- 
cenzo whose seventh petition for a 
gasoline station at 1105 Washington 
st.. corner of Cross st.. West Newton, 
was given a hearing. Akins was 
quite candid in referring to the ac- 
tions of his client in annoying neigh- 
bors who had objected to his petitions 
in the past. He mentioned a small, 
cement structure which Vincenzo had 
built on Cross st. and not completed, 
to spite the neighbors, and also a sign 
he had placed in a dwelling there, rela- 
tive to the type of persons l*e would 
rent it to. Akins asked the objectors to 
assume that Vincenzo does not exist, 
and to consider the petition for the sta- 
tion just as they would a petition for 
any filling station. Akins called atten- 
tion to the fact that the locus is zoned 
for business, that there are no schools 
nearby, that no fire hazard will be 
created. He asserted that there is no 
other tilling station within a half mile 
of the pluee. 

Alderman Gaddis asked Akins if he 
believes this country has been built up 
cm such spite activities as Vincenzo 
has manifested. Akins said he does 
not approve of Vincenzo’s acts, but he 
should be given the opportunity to 
obtain profitable use of his property. 
A number of Cross st. residents who 
have appeared in past years to oppose 
Vincenzo’s petitions, again presented 
the same objections against the sta- 
tion. They took issue with Akins’ 
statement, "that there is no other 
gasoline station within a half mile." and 
asserted that there are ten filling sta- 
tions between Newtonville and West 
Newton They said that Washington 
st. is a speedway. Cross st. is very 
narrow, and argued that the proposed 
station would create a traffic hazard, 
be a menace to school children, and 
would decrease property values in a 
residential neighborhood. Among 
those who objected were Miss Marion 
Marsh. Joseph Moynihuu. Thomas Mc- 
Carthy, Oliver Wyman. Mrs. Charles 
Prescott and Arthur S. Jigger. The 
latter advocated an ordinance change 
which will compel residence zone sot- 
hacks on streets which lead into busi- 
ness zones. He said such an ordinance 
would have prevented Vincenzo from 
erecting the spite building. The Plan- 
ning Board has long been advocat- 
ing a similar ordinance. 


Mayor Childs’ Inaugural 
, Recommendations Reported 
On By Committee 

Aldermen Agree With Some Suggestions; And 
Disagree With Others

Tlie special committee appointed to 
consider the recommendations made 
by Mayor Childs in his inaugural 
address made its report at the meet- 
ing of the Board of Aldermen on 
Wednesday night. The committee is 
composed of Alderman Colby, chair- 
man: Ashenden. Jamieson, Schipper 
and Tiffin. The committee’s report 
states that a careful study was made 
of the Mayor's recommendations and 
that conferences were held with the 
Planning Board, and with the heads 
of the various city departments affect- 
ed. Reports, surveys and maps were 
examined in connection with the 
studies. 

The matter of relief, which includes 
plotting the course of the city in re- 
gard to WPA and other Federal as- 
sistance. is of such importance that 
the committee recommends that an- 
other special committee be appointed 
to deal exclusively with this problem. 
The Mayor’s suggestions that the city 
charter he changed so that several new 
city ofTices may be created and 
officials appointed to hold these of- 
fices, is considered a matter for the 
Legislative Committee to consider. 
These ofTices would include Purchas- 
ing Agent. Public Works Director, 
two officials instead of one for the 
offices of City Treasurer and City Col- 
lector. and a Safety Commissioner. 

Relative to the elimination of mos- 
quito nuisance in the city, the com- 
mittee reports that surveys made by 
State Department of Agriculture 
in 1932 and 1934 show that Newton 
mosquitoes are not of the type which 
transmit disease and are merely nuis- 
ances. It would be very difficult to 
control the pests at the swamp area 
near West Newton and Auburndale or 
along the Charles River near the 
water reservation because these 
areas cannot he oiled, nor can ditches 
be dug. At Cold Spring Swamp and 
South Meadow Brook ditches and 
deeper channels in brooks are sug- 
gested. but no large expenditures 
should be made at the present time. 

The committee does not believe that 
the city should at present go to the 
expense of building a traffic circle at 
the intersection of Washington st. 
and Common wealth ave. Neither does 
it advocate an ordinance prohibiting 
gasoline stations within 400 feet of any 
school, church or public building, be- 
cause it is contended that the License 
Committee uses careful judgment in 
protecting public interests in consid- 
ering petitions for filling stations. The 
committee recommends the proposed 
requirement of a 15-foot set back in 
business zones. The committee does 
not approve of the suggestion that in 
the future streets must be 50 feet 
wide instead of 40 feet, before they 
will lie accepted. Such an increase 
would make streets cost more, both to 
construct and maintain. 

The committee recommends that a 
new school he built this year to re- 
place the old Franklin School at West 
Newton, and that a new school be 
built in 1939 to replace the 83-year- 
old Lincoln School and 52-vear-old 
Eliot School. The purchase of the 
23 acres of swamp at Cold Spring 
area, offered for sale to the city last 
year by Alice Frost is recommended, 
but at a lower price than specified. No 
action is favored on the acquiring of; 
control of Silver Lake at Nonantum 
by the city until a more detailed plan | 
is submitted The committee disap- 
proves of the Mayor’s recommenda- 
tion that the city resurface and im- 
prove Rumford ave. near the Waltham 
line at the expense of the taxpayers. 
It is pointed out that this street is 
a private way. is used as a convenient 
short-cut by Middlesex Boston buses, 
and should not be improved at public 
expense. 

The committee does not approve 
of the building of a • comfort station" 


at Newton Corner, using th* argument 
that this wonld establish a precedent 
for the building of such stations in 
other parts of the city and would in- 
volve large expense. The committee 
urges the purchase of an additional 
lot of land in Newton Cemetery for 
the bnrial of veterans. It also favors 
the nse of land at the rear of police 
headquarters and the court house at 
West Newton for parking purposes. 

Because the city has just purchased 
17 acres of land at Newtonville for a 
playground, the committee believes 
that no other playground sites should 
be acquired this year, nor should ex- 
isting playgrounds he enlarged during 
the year. Proposals had been mad* 
that land he purchased off Grove st 
at Auburndale. that more land be pur- 
chased adjoining the Auburndale play- 
ground. and the Webster and Oak 
Hill playgrounds be developed. The 
committee does not approve the ex- 
tension of Thoroughfare road at pres- 
ent. from Parker to Dedham sts. The 
committee recommends that at least 
one of the two members of the Board 
of Assessors, in addition to Chairman 
Murphy, work on a full-time basis. 
At present they work only four days 
each week The committee advocates 
that a satisfactory plan for New 
Ward lines be developed. 


Aldermen Discuss 
Gas Rate Increases 


At the meeting of the Board of 
Aldermen on Wednesday night Aider- 
man Edward Fahey of Ward 1 pre- 
sented a resolution asking that Mayor 
Childs be requested to send a repre- 
sentative to the hearings to be held 
at the State House on the proposed in- 
crease of rates by the Boston Consoli- 
dated Gas Co. The new rates. If al- 
lowed by the Department of Public 
Utilities, would result in considerable 
increases in the bills of smaller con- 
sumers. Alderman Fahey called at- 
tention to the fact tha* official pro- 
tests against the new rates have been 
made by most of the cities and towns 
served by the Boston Consolidated Gas 
Co. and asked that Newton also pro- 
test. 

Alderman McKay of Ward 5 ob- 
jected to Newton Aldermen protesting 
against the new rates until they have 
obtained further information on the 
subject. Alderman Hutchinson of 
Ward 3 also objected to official pro- 
tests being made saying that the aider- 
men should know more about the mat- 
ter He favored the city sending a 
representative to serve as an observer 
and a listener to bring back informa- 
tion. For many weeks considerable 
publicity has been given the proposed 
rate increase by the newspapers. A 
hearing was held at the State House 
on Feb. 1st, others last Thursday and 
Friday and additional hearings will 
be held next month. Until Wednesday 
night no discussion of the matter was 
the Newton ald< 

Subsequently the Newton alderman 
adopted Alderman Fahey's resolution 
to request the Mayor to send a repre- 
sentative to the hearings but refused 
to give this representative the power 
to make an official protest

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LOCAL CONTROL OF WELFARE 

The special committee of the Aldermen which considered the 
recommendations of the Mayor’s inaugural address urges the 
appointment of a committee to pursue further the question of 
the city taking up the added burden anticipated with the ex- 
pected gradual reduction of WPA funds. At the Newton Forum 
on Sunday Raymond Moley urged return of the control of the 
relief problem to the states and municipalities. Many others 
familiar with governmental and administrative problems, as 
well as many critics of the New Deal, have urged that the 
municipalities handle this vexing question. An efficient solu- 
tion of the problem requires deep and careful consideration. 
It cannot be done overnight and it is most certainly important 
enough to have the attention t)f a capable committee. Despite 
the constant urgings and advice of many of those who feel 
that the handling of relief belongs in the municipality where 
relief is given, the administration has refused to give much 
consideration to it. We are told often enough that politics is 
not a part of the handling of relief but on almost every hand 
evidences are presented showing it. The political pressure 
exerted through the disbursing of relief funds from Washing- 
ton, even though it be largely a matter of psychology, cannot 
help but be immense. The knowledge of local conditions and 
of individual relief recipients is obviously of greater local con- 
cern than of national. The sooner local administration of relief 
is permitted and the sooner the national government releases 
its hold on relief recipients the sooner we will have less waste 
and extravagance, less misuse of public moneys, and a greater 
willingness to find private employment on the part of those on 
relief, many of whom are gradually being led to believe that 
the easiest way to live is by grant from the public treasury. 


EARLY ACTION DESIRABLE 

The committee on the Mayor’s address also recommends the 
building of two new school buildings to replace wooden build- 
ings which are obsolete, outgrown, and far from the standard 
of facilities provided in other sections of the city. The project 
at West Newton to replace, the Franklin School has been in 
progress for some time. Land has been provided and every- 
thing is practically ready to go ahead with the work. Undoubt- 
edly this will be done during the coming year. The project to 
and Eliot Schools at Newton Corner is 
recommended for next year. This proposal has been delayed 
long enough already and if possible it would be highly desir- 
able to undertake it this year. Although we realize that no 
definite action has been taken as to the site of this new build- 
ing. nor to plans, and other necessary steps, immediate action 
looking toward the earliest possible construction of the new 
building should be taken. 


ON COMMON GROUND 

It was not difficult for the many persons who attended the 
Forum on Sunday to admit that “ex-Brain-Truster” Moley pos- 
sesses views upon which many Republicans and many Demo- 
crats could stand on common ground. Among the few things 
which Mr. Moley unintentionally or purposefully refrained 
from enlarging upon was the matter of the New Deal’s desire 
for continuance of power and political control of the states. 
We believe that we are correct when we say that we inferred 
from the speaker’s remarks and attitude that, although agree- 
ing with some of the original New Deal’s purposes, the objec- 
tives should be gained by public opinion and not by forcing 
them down the country’s throat.

Object To Land 
Development At 
Newton Highlands 

Tonight, February 25th, a second 
public hearing will be held nt City 
Hall by the Planning Board relative 
to the development of part of the 
nrea near Cold Spring swamp for 
house lots. The land In question was 
owned by G. Howard Frost and meas- 
ures roughly 1500 by GOO feet. For 
several years a gravel pit was in 
operation on the property and a num- 
ber of hearings in protest against the 
alleged nuisances caused by the pit 
were held at City Hall at the request 
of residents of Plymouth rd. and vlclnr 
ity. The operators of the pit. at 
those hearings contended they were 
gra(|ing the area so that it could be 
developed into house lots. Now, the 
area is ready for such development 
and plans were presented to the New- 
ton Planning Board by E. William and 
Merrill Nutting asking for the appro- 
val of the sub-dividing of the land in- 
to 42 house lots and the laying out 
of four streets through the property. 
The proposed lots would not be less 
than 9000 square feet In size. 

The streets named were originally 
planned in 1887 and Include George 
st.. Vaughn nve., Alden st. and Win- 
slow rd. In 1926 a second plan show- 
ing these streets was submitted to 
the Plnnntng Board. Residents of 
Plymouth rd. and Kingston rd. have 
objected to the proposed development 
because a couple of the new streets 
would have an outlet on Plymouth rd. 
The objectors contend tlint they have 
invested about $750,000 in their prop- 
erties and that the traffic from the 
new section would cause a hazard on 
Plymouth rd. They want the new 
streets extended the other direction 
townrd Beethoven ave., which is a 
narrow, unimproved road. At a hear- 
ing before the Planning Board of Feb- 
ruary 2nd. about forty persons from 
the vicinity of Plymouth and Kingston 
rds. appeared to object to the exten- 
sion of George st. fone of the pro- 
posed new streets) to Plymouth rd. 
Two owners of properties on Plym- 
outh rd. have fee titles which It Is 
claimed will prevent the construction 
of George st. to Plymouth rd.. al- 
though they have not paid taxes on 
this strip of land because it has been 
on the maps of Newton as land dedi- 
cated to a public way. The hearing to- 
night will include the discussion of 
the plan to extend George st. toward 
Beethoven ave., Instead of connecting 
it with Plymouth rd.

Powers’ Paragraphs 
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The committee of the Bonrd of Al- 
dermen appointed to consider the In- 
augural recommendations of Mayor 
Childs made a quite lengthy report. 
The committee made no suggestions 
on the recommendations of the Mayor 
that several new city offices be cre- 
ated, but referred these matters to the 
Legislative Committee. It is our pre- 
diction that the Aldermen will not 
favor l lie creation of unneeded, addi- 
tional city officials to further increase 
our tax rate. The interesting thing 
about tlie Mayor’s recommendations 
thnt n City Purchasing Agent office 
and a Director of Public Works office 
he created is — that a year or so ago 
he condemned the creation of the for- 
mer office and two years ago he abol- 
ished the office of Director of Public 
Works. As for creating the office of 
Director of Public Safety, we comment- 
ed some weeks ago on the utter lack 
of need of tills duplication of functions 
now competently exercised by a num- 
ber of public officials of this city, 
and we reiterate thnt such nn office 
would merely be a sinecure for who- 
ever had sufficient influence to be ap- 
pointed to it. 


The committee of Aldermen prop- 
erly turned down the Mayor’s recom- 
mendation that tlie city improve Rum- 
ford* ave. at public expense. A few 
years ago the Aldermen rejected a 
similar proposal. Why should the 
citizens be taxed to improve a road 
through a swamp for the benefit of 
the Middlesex & Boston Street Rail- 
way? A road on which there are no 
residences and where practically no 
tax revenue is derived. Residents of 
Newton have had to pay plenty for 
tlie improvement of streets, and they 
also pay considerable in taxes each 
year for the upkeep of these streets. 
Why should they he asked to build 
an improved road for the benefit of a 
corporation holding a valuable public 
franchise? 

History was made a few days ago 
when Fuhrer Hitler delivered his mo- 
mentous pronunciamento, when An- 
thony Eden resigned, and when Eng- 
land capitulated to the dictators of 
Germany and Italy. How erstwhile 
mighty Britain has fallen. How tho 
League of Nations has fizzled. How 
shallow now is the alleged reason for 
which this country entered the World 
War twenty-one years ago— "To make 
the world safe for democracy.” How 
asinine does it prove Secretary Hull 
and the rest of our gullible citizens 
who would embroil this country in po- 
litical or economic entanglements 
with European nations. The writer 
had « opportunities while in France, 
Germany and England right after the 
armistice in 1918 to observe the real 
attitude of the peoples of those coun- 
tries toward tho U. S. A., and toward 
each other, and we have since been 
strongly against the U. S. A. partici- 
pating in League of Nations, or any 
other form of European alliance. 

We agree with Hitler regarding the 
League of Nations. It wns concocted 
in greed and conducted in hypocrisy 
and Insincerity. Even Prime Minis- 
ter Chamberlain of England on Tues- 
day called the League of Nations “a 
sham." and said “it is unable to pro- 
vide collective security for anybody.” 


Wo agree with Hitler that Gormnny 
should have its colonies restored. We 
disagree with Hitler regarding the rec- 
ognition of Mnnchukuo, and with his 
ambitions to extend German authority 
over non-Germanic nations. All Amer- 
icans must disagree with Hitler, and 
his ally Mussolini. In their condemna- 
tion of democracies, of which # this 
country is one. 

Why has England cringed to Mus- 
solini and Hitler? One reason is — that 
those governing England realize that 
since the World War the masses of 
the English people have been strongly 
opposed to engaging in another se- 
vere war. England lost so many men 
between 1914 and 1918 that its people 
favor peace at almost any price. An- 
other reason is — that the development 
of aerial warfare ended England’s cen- 
turies’ old boast of invulnerability 
through its possession of the world’s 
mightiest navy. It Is no longer the 
"tight little isle." And with Germany, 
Italy and Japan in conspiracy against 
Britain’s far-spread empire. England is 
in a quandary as to how she will hold 
all her possessions. Her statesmen 
are doing now what they have done 
for centuries — sacrificing principles 
for opportunism. And yet Mr. Cordell 
Hull of Tennessee and others would 
have us enter Into trade agreements 
(and probably naval agreements) with 
England. They would have this coun- 
try flooded with the textile, shoe nnd 
other products of England, Czecho- 
slovakia, and competing European 
nations, resulting in the unemploy- 
ment of American workers, or their re- 
duction to the European standard of 
living. If this country intends to stu- 
pidly and voluntarily surrender the 
advantages it gained by reason of su- 
perior natural resources, and prog- 
ress gained under a democratic .form 
of government, why spend billions in 
creating a huge, new navy? Indus- 
trial New England will be most ad- 
versely affected if the U. S. A. enters 
into reciprocal trade agreements with 
England or other European nations. 


Nineteen years ago Germany had 
been conquered, invaded and economi- 
cally ruined. France and England, 
dominant among the victorious allies, 
dictated peace terms, grabbed addi- 
tional colonial possessions, and im- 
posed conditions which apparently as- 
sured a continuity of their supremacy 
for the future. Now. Germany, with- 
out having fired a shot, is humiliating 
France and England; and Its present 
ally. Italy, formerly a second rate na- 
tion in power, has forced England to 
meet its demands. In the march of 
time, who won the World War? How 
long will the present alliances of 
European nations last? At the time 
of the World War, Italy double-crossed 
Germany and Austria; and Japan, now 
one of England’s greatest threats, was 
Britain s ally. The present combina- 
tions of European nations and Japan 
Will continue only as long as they serve 
tlie purposes of those involved. When- 
ever changed circumstances make it 
expedient for the nations in the exist- 
ent alliances or ententes to shift or 
double-cross, they will do so. And we 
have many educated, apparently intel- 
ligent citizens who advocate the

have had an idea that there are un- 
limited possibilities in* "ganging up” 
on our leading officials and demanding 
our rights and anything else we think 
we can get. It need not be restricted 
to matters of trade recession, either. 
A united front on the part of plain 
citizens ought to accomplish consid- 
erable. The danger is that after a 
vociferous group has learned its great 
power those whom it is prodding will 
start scheming a defence. What I 
mean Is. the latter will eventually 
rig it so that "the little fellah” can 
he given Hie “run around” and still 
lie made to think that ho is going 
places.

Without hesitation I will admit that 
it is the memory of that old nursery’ 
jingle, "Thirty days hath September, 
etc.,” that helps me keep track of 
the number of days in each month. 
And yet I am afraid t hat I might not 
hear hi jnlnd the fact that February 
has only 28 days and 29 every fourth 
year if it weren’t for something else. 
B was a long time ago when I was 
hoarding in the country at the home 
°1 a particularly lively old farmer. 
Everybody knew he must have been 
well nigh 80 hut there was nothing 
to verify it. One busy body, a city 
woman by the way, made hold to ask, 
"How old are you, Mr. Hall?" Wit li- 
mit cracking a smile he replied. "I 
shall he 92 the 31st of next Febru- 
ary." And she didn’t tumble at least 
not at the time. 

Passing of the Baggage Car 

Combination baggage and smoking 
ears, which used to be part of the 
equipment of the Boston & Albany’s 
Newton circuit service, have long been 
missing as far as Newton patrons are 
concerned, although a Framingham 
train making local stops may have 
one. it never occurred to me they 
would ho missed by N< wton people 
lint it seems they are. I can under- 
stand the feelings of those who pre- 
ferred to ride with tho trunks, boxes 
and bundles for I was often among 
them. There was always plenty of 
room for freedom of movement in 
tlie baggage compartment and it gave 
one a feeling of liberty not enjoyed 
when squeezed in a Heat.

Answers to many of the questions 
will he found in such accessible 
sources as the reports of various de- 
partments of the towns and cities. 
Other questions will need inquiry and 
research, and a few can be answered 
only by personal knowledge and by the 
experiences of club members. 

The survey asks how the clubs 
propose to use the information ob- 
tained, and many clubs are planning 
next year’s programs to take care of 
the various community needs they are 
uncovering. 

Each club is free to conduct the 
survey In a manner best suited to the 
community, and may go into more de- 
tail along any line that may he neces- 
sary. In fact, more detailed question- 
naires may be obtained from the chair- 
men of departments above mentioned, 
and added credit will be given to 
clubs that include work of divisions 
other than those mentioned. 

There are three classifications with a 
prize for each; for clubs with a mem- 
bership of 100 or less; for dubs with 
a membership between 100 and 500; 
and for clubs whose membership is 
I over 500.
